Against  Big  Odds 


Dummer  was  defeated  Saturday 
October  31st  by  Milton  Academy  33 
to  0.  The  score  of  the  game  does  not 
show  ths  remarkable  exhibition  that 
Dummer  put  up.  Outweighed  more 
than  30  pounds  to  the  man  Dummer 
team  made  their  opponents  earn  their 
first  score.  Milton  was  always  put- 
ting in  fresh  men  and  just  as  soon 
as  a  man  showed  the  slightest  sign 
of  weakening  he  was  taken  out  of  the 
game. 

The  score  at  the  end  of  the  first 
half  was  6  to  0  and  this  speaks  for 
itself.  Dummer  had  played  Milton  to 
a  standstill  this  half  and  it  was  only 
a  lucky  break  that  gave  Milton  her 
first  score.  Never  before  this  season 
was  Milton  held  the  way  Dummer 
held  them  in  this  half.

Dummer  Ran  Through 
Amesbury  At  Will 


Dummer  overwhelmed  Amesbury 
High  Saturady  October  24th  at  South 
Byfield  by  a  score  of  32-7.  The  Dum- 
mer backs  ran  through  the  Auto 
Town  team  at  will,  and  the  line  out- 
played and  outcharged  their  opponents 
every  moment  of  the  game.  The  team 
Saturday  was  a  perfect  machine  that 
coordinated  in  every  movement,  and 
it  looks  as  though  the  Dummer  team 
has  found  itself. 

Hinds  was  the  main  satellite  of  the 
game  and  his  brilliant  dashes  ruined 
the  morale  of  the  Amesbury  :>.jvs.  He 
broke  away  for  several  35  and  ID  yd. 
runs  and  sandwiched  in  with  these 
were  numerous  shorter  dashes  and  a 
long  85  yd.  run.  White  and  Kenney 
tore  off  many  a  substantial  gain  and 
Horr  was  performing  finely  when 
he  was  forced  to  leave  the  game  with 
an  injured  shoulder.

winning  team  composed  of  "ringers". 
The  temporary  profit  may  be  ample, 
but  the  final  outcome  is  detrimented 
always  and  surely.  Besides  this  he 
does  not  believe  in  developing  a  small 
group  while  the  bonafide  students 
stand  on  the  sidelines.  However,  he 
does  believe  in  giving  the  untrained 
the  best  possible  teaching  and  gives 
"Tony"  Comerford  as  an  example.  He 
advocates  Mr.  Comerford  as  unequal- 
ed  in  coaching  clean,  hard  football. 
Mr.  Comerford  played  four  years  for 
Boston  College  and  in  1921  he  was 
captain  and  on  the  All-America 
squad  as  chosen  by  Walter  Camp. 
Dr.  Ingham  points  out  that  since 
1907  when  Dummer  was  able  to  cope 
with  such  teams  as  Haverhill  High 
the  income  from  tuitions  has  risen 
from  $5,000  to  $80,000  and  six  new 
buildings  have  been  built.  When  the 
new  field  is  completed  Dummer  will 
have  one  the  largest  and  best  private 
school  playground^  in  the  district. 
There  are  also  excellent  facilities  for 
golf,  tennis,  and  hockey  and  a  fine 
new  gymnasium  has  just  been  built 
and  equiped.  By  these  facts  it  is  easy 
to  see  that  the  Academy  encourages 
clean  and  honest  athletics  to  the  ut- 
most. 


Dr.  Ingham  in  recent  articles  in 
the  Boston  Transcript  and  the  Boston 
Globe  has  been  quoted  as  taking  a 
strong  stand  against  athletic  schol- 
arships. He  sees  no  difference  be- 
tween these  scholarships  and  subsid- 
izing athletes.  A  decided  degree  of 
courage  is  needed  by  heads  of  schools 
who  do  not  permit  athletic  ambitions 
to  dominate  their  institutions.  Dr. 
Ingham  has  ever  furthered  this  prin- 
ciple. In  his  answers  he  has  set  forth 
a  principle  of  wide  application.  The 
reason  he  gives  is  one  of  the  soundest. 
He  is  only  concerned  with  what  stu- 
dents think  about  it  themselves.  He 
does  not  believe  in  taking  short  cuts 
through  swamps.  He  considers  that 
triumphs  so  won  by  recruited  athletes 
are  only  "Pyrrhic  victories"  and  are 
not  worth  their  labor.  A  school- 
master who  recruits  to  get  winning 
teams  wants  a  winner  at  any  cost. 
The  boys  know  it,  the  team  knows  it, 
and  the  coach  knows  it.  A  school 
that  trifles  with  moral  standards 
is  a  menace. 

Letters  from  alumni  and  loyal  back- 
ers of  the  school  are  constantly  being 
received.  All  of  them  contain  the 
same  foundation.  The  writers  feel 
that  now  the  school  is  full,  a  few 
athletic  scholarships  would  be  agree- 
able to  all.  They  state  that  every 
one  is  doing  it  and  that  the  value  of 
a  winning  team  is  great.  It  was  such 
a  letter  that  evoked  such  publicity 
in  Dr.  Inghams  answer. 

In  his  reply  to  this  particular  ex- 
hortation Dr.  Ingham  questions  the 
fact  that  all  schools  and  colleges  do 
it.     He  also  questions  the  value  of  a
